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8. Explanation describing how procurement by competitive means is either not practicable or not advantageous to the State:
Fueling at any gas station on Maui is not practical for the Sanctuary vessel because the primary vessel operators are federal
employees and have no state purchase card to buy the gas. It is also not practicable because the vessel is kept in the water at
Ma'alaea harbor and is not able to be pulled out and taken to a select gas station. The Ma'alaea 76 (15 Kapoli St Wailuku HI
96793) station is the only 24/7 fuel station supplying the harbor and as such the only station available to fuel the vessel. The
Sanctuary is co-managed between the State and Federal government. All fuel purchases will be made using 100% federal
funds under the contract between DLNR-DAR and NOAA (acct code 952).

9. Details of the process or procedures to be followed in selecting the vendor to ensure maximum fair and open competition

as practicable:
The Sanctuary fuel purchase will be made with federal funds from NOAA. The vendor will be chosen based on location.

10. A description of the agency’s internal controls and approval requirements for the exempted procurement:
The Sanctuary operations coordinator (or planner/policy analyst until the position is filled) will be overseeing the fueling
purchases. A PO will be established with Mid Pac Petroleum to purchase fuel. The PO will be approved by the DAR
Program Manager and DLNR Chairperson.
